Among those demonstrating their 
skill was plowman Keith Robinson, 
driving a Massey Harris Twin Power 
Junior tractor, and pulling a Massey 
Harris plow dating to the early 1940s. 

Robinson will be the guest of 
honour at IPM 2014, recognizing 
his 65 years of devotion to his craft. 

He plowed his first IPM match at the 
age of only 9, and has won 5 Ontario

2-year closure 
for Line 11 

The replacement of the Hwy. 400/ 
Line 11 underpass in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury was approved in 2004, as 
part of the widening of Hwy. 400. 

The highway widening project 
remains in limbo, but 10 years after 
the initial approval, the Ministry of 
Transportation is now moving ahead 
with the bridge replacement. URS 
Canada Inc. has been retained to bring 
the project to the point of “Design 
Build Ready” by this summer. 

Plans call for Detailed Design and 
land acquisition in 2014, relocation 
of utilities in 2015, and 2 years of 
construction, in 2015-2016. 

During the construction phase, 

Line 11 will be closed between 5 and 
10SR to all but local traffic - requiring 
residents, trucks and farmers to 
detour using Line 9 or 13. The 9th and 
the 13th Lines also use underpasses 
to cross Hwy. 400, but the MTO 
suggests there is sufficient room to 
accommodate “the height and width 
of any agricultural equipment we are 
aware of” Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council was told in by a delegation on 
June 3. If there is larger equipment, 
farmers would have to take a longer 
detour - using County Rd. 88 or Hwy. 
89. 

Urn Sorochinsky, Senior Project 
Manager with URS Canada, noted 
that the original plans called for 
a realignment of the bridge, in an 
effort to keep Line 11 open. Since the 
decision has been made to close the 
11th Line while the existing bridge 
is removed and rebuilt, there is no 
longer a need to realign the road 
- thereby reducing the amount of 
property needed. 

The new bridge will be slightly wider,

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New communications system for Police 


The South Simcoe Police 
Service has been using 
Enterpol software, for 
its dispatch and records 
management. 

The system "works fine, but 
it’s reaching the end of its life,” 
said South Simcoe Chief of 
Police Rick Beazley, noting 
that there are only a few police 
services still using Enterpol 
- and if South Simcoe wants 
to directly communicate and 
share information with other 
Police services, it will have to 
“migrate” to another system. 

For the past year, South 
Simcoe has been investigating 
the NICHE Records 
Management System used 
extensively in Ontario, and the 
two providers of the system 
-OPTIC (Ontario Police 
Technology Information Co¬ 
operative, provided through 
the Ministry of Community 
Safety & Correctional Services) 
and PRIDE (Police Regional 
Information and Data Entry). 

At the May 26 Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board meeting, 

Chief Beazley recommended 
choosing PRIDE, which offers 
secure off-site data storage and 
disaster recovery, an "excellent 


IT network” based in the 
Kitchener-Waterloo area that 
provides 24/7 network support 
as well as ongoing Research 
and Development; and a 
flexible model that gives the 
Police Services Board a place 
at the table, to negotiate future 
package costs. 

PRIDE is also compatible with 
the “new generation” 911, and 
will give officers the ability to 
search online for information 
related to an investigation, 
through the Police Information 
Portal - using in-vehicle 
computers, "rather than having 
to go through a dispatcher.” 

With the Pan American games 
coming up in 2015, and a venue 
in Innisfil, “we need to be able 
to talk directly with other police 
services,” Beazley said, pointing 
out that the system will result 
in “significantly improved 
investigations... Without that 
capability, we could miss 
important evidence.” 

At present, if an officer 
wants information from 
another jurisdiction, it means 
returning to the office to make 
phone calls - hoping that the 
appropriate person will be 
available. With PRIDE, officers 
will be able to search records 


and access reports online. 

“It’s a very detailed way to 
provide information to an 
officer. It’s a really agile system,” 
Beazley said. 

It does come with a cost: 

The start-up has a pricetag 
of $244,200, with net annual 
Operating costs of $136,987. 

The Police budget for 2014 
included start-up costs 
of $240,000, and annual 
Operating costs of $120,000. 
Chief Beazley acknowledged 
that the contract will require 
a 0.88% increase in the Police 
Budget, moving forward - but 
noted the budget will still come 
in under the previous year's. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Doug White said that 
although he has called for the 
Police Services Board to hold 
the line on the budget, he 
supports "things that improve 
the Service.” He called the 
switch to PRIDE "a pretty bold 
step into modem policing 
technology.” 

Police Services Board Chair 
Sharon Villani, pointing out 
that the South Simcoe Police 
Service is one of the last to 
embrace a NICHE system, said, 
“I think we’re taking a bold step 
out of the Dark Ages.”

detour routes in place long before the

and the shoulders will be widened 
from 1 metre to 2 metres, but still 
will accommodate only 2 lanes of 
traffic on the 11th. There are plans to 
incorporate “heritage” features into 
the new structure - including the MTO 
Coat of Arms - but no sidewalks. 

The MTO will begin issuing notices 
this week, informing residents of 
the planned bridge replacement 
and closure of Line 11, and will have 
extensive signage explaining the 


road is closed. 

Justin White of the MTO said 
that the bridge work was tied to 
safety improvements on the 400, 
which include replacing the centre 
median with a concrete barrier, and 
replacement of aging infrastructure. 
“Line 11 is one of those structures,” 
said White, pointing out that the “very, 
very low traffic count” on Line 11, of 
420 vehicles per day, was a factor in 
the decision to close the road. 


Town’s Official Plan Review underway 


The Province requires municipalities 
to review their Official Plans every 5 
years. BWG’s Official Plan, adopted in 
2001, is still awaiting review. 

The Town began a review in 2005 - 
but suspended the process because 
the Intergovernmental Action Plan 
(IGAP) was underway, and the County 
of Simcoe was completing its Official 
Plan - both key planning documents 
that supersede the Town’s Plan. 

In 2008, the County's OP was 
appealed to Ontario Municipal Board, 
further holding up the process. 

While portions of the County Plan 
have been approved, a decision on the 
outstanding issues isn’t expected until 
some time in 2015 - but BWG can't 
afford to wait any longer. Although 
the 2001 OP “is still working fine for 
us,” said Director of Development 
Geoff McKnight, there is an urgent 
need to update those portions dealing 


with the Hwy. 400 Employment lands; 
Downtown Revitalization “to start 
removing some of those barriers to 
redevelopment”; and Population/ 
Employment growth targets. 

The 2001 OP sets a population target 
of48,000 for the year 2031; Provincial 
“Places to Grow” policy sets a higher 
population, of just over 50,000. While 
it is likely that the higher number 
“can be accommodated within the 
existing urban boundary,” McKnight 
said, there is a need to incorporate the 
provincial intensification and density 
standards in the Official Plan. 

An Open House was held June 3 to 
introduce the scope of “Phase I” of 
the Town's Officii Plan Review. There 
will be extensive consultation over 
the summer, McKnight said, leading 
to statutory Public Meetings in early 
September, and proposed Official Plan 
Amendments by the end of the year.

MUNICIPAL CLASS ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT 

The Municipality of Bradford West Gwillimbury has completed a Municipal Class Environmental Assessment (EA) Study to 
assess the alternative solutions for the replacement of Newton Robinson Bridge on Line 10 over Penville Creek. The study 
was completed in accordance with the Schedule ‘B’ process of the Municipal Class Environmental Assessment, October 
2000, as amended in 2007 & 2011). 

The preferred solution resulting from the study is to replace the existing 1-lane Newton Robinson Bridge with a new 2-lane 
bridge. The new bridge would incorporate two lanes for vehicular traffic, horizontal recovery zones adjacent to the two 
lanes and a sidewalk on the north side of the bridge. The replacement of the bridge will improve safety for vehicular traffic 
and pedestrians using the bridge. Replacement of the bridge will be scheduled after the completion of design, receipt of 
approvals and permits, and approval of the necessary funds.

important avenues for local food 
to make it from the farm to the 
consumer. Support for economic 
development in rural Ontario is 
much-needed, including continued 
provincial transfer payments to 
municipalities.

Still searching forPJ 

Some may wonder why John Kerr is still looking for his 
cat “PJ” 8 months after she disappeared - still putting up 
posters, knocking on doors, and offering a $1000 reward 
for her return. 

He has a simple answer. “Because she’s family.” 

Kerr, who has two other cats, has had PJ for seven years. 
“She was actually born in the apartment I live in, on 
Drury St.,” he explains. “She’s well socialized, like a dog. 
She’ll come when she’s called.” 

Back in October of 2013, he noticed that the last two 
times he let her in, after her evening jaunt, she was 
uncharacteristically not hungry. He suspected that 
someone was feeding her.

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The Wind Birds.

One of my favourite books on birds 
is called The Wind Birds - probably 
because it features shorebirds, my 
favourite “family” of birds. 

Ever since I walked the Adandc 
beaches of Maryland as a child, I have 
been fascinated by these fearless birds 
that dodge the crashing waves and fly 
with such precision from one feeding 
pool to another. 

Of course, the ocean is only a 
stopover point on their way to their 
tundra breeding grounds. At this time 
of year and in the late summer and 
early fall, shorebirds pass through 
our area. Even a small pool of water 
can provide tasty aquatic invertebrate 
snacks, which fuel the shorebirds as 
they wing their way to the Arctic. A 
few, such as the Spotted Sandpiper 
with its fluttering flight, and the noisy 
Killdeer, stay here for the summer - 
but most do not. 

Shorebirds include plovers, like the 
Killdeer, Sandpipers, Stilts, Snipe and 
others. They all share similar features- 
long, spindly legs and tapered wings 
- and all have fairly distinct voices. 
Some are so noisy that hunters call 
them "tattlers” because they warn the 
other birds when danger is afoot. 


This week, at a small pool of water 
at a local construction site, I came 
across a pleasant surprise. Twenty- 
four Dunlin - Robin-sized sandpipers 
with long, drooping beaks, reddish 
backs and black tummies - and one 
Semipalmated Plover (a long name 
which means its toes are partially- 
webbed) were noisily probing and 
picking their way through the mud for 
something delicious. It was nice to see 
the bright breeding plumage of the 
Dunlin; in the fall, the bird becomes 
a nondescript grey. They were even 
tuning up for their courtship flights, 
which resemble aerobatic planes 
making daredevil passes, all the while 
sounding like alien invaders. 

Shorebirds are also amazing for 
their long-distance migrations. Some, 
like the Upland Sandpiper, fly from 
Canada to Argentina and back each 
year. Golden Plovers fly from Alaska to 
the coral islands of the South Pacific. 
No wonder they spend so much time 
feeding before their trips! 

If you scan some of the nearby ponds 
and pools of water over the next 
several days, you may also spot some 
“wind birds” - and marvel that such 
smallish birds can fly so far and so 
long for such a short nesting season.

Bradford resident Sheryl Cheshire shared her cancer 
journey online, on CaringBridge.org, talking openly about 
the challenges of chemotherapy, her trips abroad with 
family, her hopes, plans, and fears. 

In 2011, she and husband Steven participated in the 
Enbridge Ride to Conquer Cancer. They rode as team 
“Sheryl’s Hope,” accompanied by her boss - and raised over 
$30,000 to fund cancer research and programs at Toronto’s 
Princess Margaret Hospital.
